Doug Henderson popped the lid 
off the tiny bottle and the room 
began to fill with an oily, garlicky 
stench. This potion, he claimed 
exuberantly, might well have 
saved his life. 

So convinced is Henderson that 
herbal medicines are the answer to 
the modern plague of heart disease 
that he wrote a book chronicling 
his own experience, entitled Diet 
and Exercise is a Crock. 

Henderson's career in journal- 
ism came to an abrupt halt in 1993 
when he suffered two severe heart 
attacks in rapid succession. Rather 
than have bypass surgery, 
Henderson opted for the natural 
route — strict vegan diet (which 
he now defines as “if it tastes good 
you can’t eat it”), a quiet country 
lifestyle and daily walks. He also 
decided to build himself a stone 
house. After four Spartan years, 
however, his arteries were more 
clogged than ever. 

“The combination of activities 
resulted in a weight loss of 65

pounds and an incredible increase 
in physical fitness. Current litera- 
ture assured me I would recover 
any time, but the angina contin- 
ued,” he said. 

By the summer of 1997, Hender- 
son was diagnosed with complete 
arterial blockage and was told his 
only hope of survival was bypass 
surgery. 

But things went from bad to 


worse after the operation 
Diagnosed with Dressler’s 
Syndrome, he continued to suffe; 
from cyanosis (blue finger nails 
and edema (swollen feet) and was 
popping 20-25 cyanide pills a day

B.C. First Nations on track to sustainability

ast week I talked about the rich- 
[ ies: and diversity of Canada’s 

rainforests, located along 
British Columbia's coast. But 
while the area is rich with life and 
resources, these are not being 
used in a sustainable way. Collaps- 
ing fish stocks and disappearing 
trees result in a constant search 
for new opportunities, often ones 
that avoid dealing with unsustain- 
able practices — bulk export of 
fresh water, offshore drilling for 
oil and gas, expanding fish farms, 
to say nothing of searching for 
new species to harvest for export. 

If we can’t find strategies for 

sustainable futures in this region, 
what hope is there for the rest of 
the planet? But I believe there is a 
very exciting possibility. The mid 
to north coast is still very much 
First Nations land. Six tribal 
nations continue to occupy the ter- 
ritory and retain much of their tra-

ditional practices. They have land 
claims to most of the area. But 
even as they seek settlement of 
their traditional territory, mining, 
logging and fishing rights are being 
granted in the very places under 
negotiation! 

The B.C. government has 
attempted to come up with a plan 
for the region, but their Land and 
Resource Management Plan 
(LRMP) is a terribly flawed pro- 
cess. It brings together “stakehold- 
ers” in an area to negotiate its fate. 
But First Nations are not just 
another stakeholder. Their rights 
have been recognized by the 
Constitution and the Supreme 
Court of Canada and transcend the 
interests of the others. Further- 
more, unless the LRMP rests on 
fundamental ground rules, the con- 
ditions established by the compet- 
ing interests will necessarily be 
compromises. 

But some things must not be

compromised. The conservation 
and protection of nature must 
underlie any land-use plan. And 
finally, the LRMP as currently 
designed is doomed to fail 
because, a priori, a fixed amount 
of land and even specific areas are 
delineated for discussion while the 
rest continues to be developed. 
You can’t predetermine what can 
or cannot be touched when the 
process is meant to find that out 
through studies and deliberation 

There is an exciting mechanism 
that has been endorsed by First 
Nations, the forest industry, 
coastal mayors, environmental 
groups, truck loggers, and even the 
Vancouver Sun newspaper. It’s 
called an Interim Measures 
Agreement (IMA). When an IMA is 
agreed to, it designates an area 
under contention off limits for 
development until the fate of that 
area is decided. Areas outside the 
IMA boundaries then go back to 
the stakeholder process. The 
uncertainty of native land claims 
has made companies and investors 
extremely skittish about economic 
opportunities in the province. 
IMAs would offer a greater degree 
of stability. 

For the past year, in a process 
called Turning Point, coastal First 
Nations have written and signed a 
declaration stating their ownership 
and responsibility for future gener 
ations as stewards of the land and 
sea in their territories. As well, 
they have adopted a set of basic 
principles of ecological forestry 
practices that will enable the Firs 
Nations communities to extra

he large, sour-faced security 
Te looks up from her desk. 

“You here for the sixth floor?” 
she intones cryptically. Her 
attempt at discretion, however, is 
betrayed by her voice, which car- 
ries an undercurrent of contempt 
beneath a tone of professional 
ambivalence. The answer to her 
question is obvious. Ii’s 7:45 on a 
Saturday morning. The streets are 
deserted but this downtown office 
building's lobby is packed with 
shame-faced men, all of whom are 
here for the same reason. Several! 
dozen stand awkwardly apart from 
each other, studiously avoiding eye 
contact. Some stare at their own 
shoes. Others defiantly pin back 
their shoulders, gazing fixedly over 
the tops of the other men’s heads 

At about 7:50 a.m. they begin 
shuffling to the elevator. Everyone 
gets off on six and forms another 
line into a conference room. 

No one wants to be here, yet 
most of the 36 men agreed to pay 
$400 to enrol in the course. It was 
either this or face the humiliation 
and potentially disastrous fallout 
from appearing in front of a judge 
for trying to solicit sex from an 
undercover cop. When each man 
was arrested, he was offered a 
choice: go to court or go to john 

school. If he chose john school, 
there'd be no public record of his 
arrest. At least one, who has been 
arrested more than once for trying 
to solicit underage prostitutes, was 
ordered to the course by a judge. 
Not that this eight-hour course is 





going to be an easy ride. A half- 
dozen Edmonton Police Service 
vice detectives are on hand, 
promising to make sure no one 
slips away during a break or nods 
off during any of the lectures. 

“If you want to sleep, we'll 
charge you instead and you can 
sleep in court,” warns Det. Chip 
Sawchuk. 


Trolling for action 


Edmonton's john school, or 
Prostitution Offender Program, was 
launched in May 1996. In the early 
1990s street prostitution virtually 
over-ran some neighbourhoods, 
particularly Boyle-McCauley, imme- 
diately east of the downtown core 
In one section, traffic counts 
showed that johns trolling for 
action had swollen the number of 
cars using the residential streets 
ipo a more typical 600 vehicles in 

a 24-hour period to 3,700. Those 
eine who could afford to leave 
began heading for quieter parts of 
Edmonton and if the exodus con- 
tinued, the death of one of 
Edmonton's oldest neighbourhoods 

was certain. The city responded by 
changing several streets to one-way 
traffic, thus eliminating johns’ abili- 
ty to eirele around the block. At the 
same time, some citizens took mat- 
ters into their own hands, mobiliz- 
ing patrols whose sole purpose was 
to be highly visible, sombre but 
peaceful reminders to prostitutes 
and johns that people live there. 

But for some, simply forcing the 

problem out of their neighbour- 
hood and into another wasn't 





enough. They had witnessed first- 
hand the social devastation of the 
sex trade and felt that merely roust- 
ing prostitutes was akin to covering 
a weeping sore with a Band-Aid — 
the problem might be out of sight 
but it still festers. 

The difficulty with trying to 
stamp out the sex trade is it is sim- 
ply too lucrative and as long as 
there is an eager market for flesh, 
merchants will continue to take 
their chances with police and out- 
raged residents. As with all com- 
merce, the only way to stem the 
flow of supply is to eliminate the 
demand; if no one’s buying, nobody 
will bother selling. If only there 
was some way to reach the johns . . 
. Of all places, the idea for the john 
school came from an episode of 
Oprah, in which the talk-show host 
profiled a similar program in San 
Francisco. A tape of the show was 
presented to the group fighting 
street prostitution in Edmonton 
and in a few short months a plan 
was hatched. A non-profit society, 
the Prostitution Awareness and 
Action Foundation of Edmonton 
was established to administer it 
with the assistance of the EPS vice 
squad. 

John schools are held seven to 
nine times a year, each with about 
35 “students,” each of whom pays 
$400 for the privilege of staying out 

of court. All the money — $92,000 
in 2000 — goes directly to PAAFE 
for its programs and staff.

Getting out alive 


A former prostitute describes the deadly, but addictive lifestyle 


ee is one of the lucky ones. She's still alive. The 
26-year-old St. Albert native can’t remember even 
being 19, let alone what went on that year. In the 
eight years she spent on the street, seven close 
friends were murdered. She doesn’t even count the 


mere acquaintances. 


“Those of us who weren't murdered were just 
waiting to die,” she told the 36 johns before her. 
“There was a bunch of us who were really tight here 
in the city. Of the dozen or so of us, three are HIV- 
positive and the rest are Hep C-positive.” 

Lee was a strong-willed child who fought con-

“You guys look at the girls and you see them smil- 
ing back, and then you can tell yourselves that they 
want to be there, but it’s all bullshit,” she said. “It 
takes a lot of drugs to be able to act that happy.”

After abowt 24 straight hours, however, 
things went horribly awry. Two of the men kicked 
Lee’s friend to death as she watched on in horror.

drowsily to their seats, which are 
neatly arranged in rows, theatre- 
style. 

There is no way to categorize 
these men. Some are expensively 
dressed, others look like they slept 
in their cars. They are a melting 
pot of race, culture and language. 
Some are from the city’s core, oth- 
ers from St. Albert and Sherwood 
Park. Over the years, attendants 
have spoken more than 30 different 
languages. 

One man grabs a chair and drags 
it to the back of the room. Det. 
JoAnn McCartney, a 24-year veter- 
an of the force who has spent most 
of her career in the vice and 
spousal violence units, strides up 
and grabs the chair, nearly pulling 
it out from under him. 

“No. You sit with the others,” she 
says, her face inches from his.

“You sit with the others.” 

There is no more debate. The 
tone is set for the rest of the day. 

When Cliff Purvis, a senior 
Crown prosecutor, approaches the 
podium, the room is silent. 

His 45-minute talk is entitled 
Vice Laws and Street Facts. Purvis 
acknowledges that in the eyes of 
the Criminal Code, soliciting pros- 
tifutes is not a serious offence. It’s 
a summary conviction that carries 
a maximum penalty of a $2,000 fine 
and six months in jail. But while 
the penalties aren’t severe, viola- 
tors will still have a criminal 
record, which could haunt them 
the rest of their lives. 

“Some of you were out looking 
for a blow job. . . (the entire rooms 
winces at a well-dressed lawyer 
using that term) in your cars, You 
could have been charged with per- 
forming an indecent act, Anybody 
who does a criminal record check 
on you will only see you were con- 
victed of indecency. For all they 
know, you were flashing children.” 

But far more serious is picking 
up prostitutes younger than 18, 
where the penalties are increasing- 
ly severe. For anyone charged with 
trying to pick up a prostitute 14 or 
under, Purvis explains, the charge 
is sexual assault, which carries a 
maximum sentence of 10 years. “I 
don't want to call you stupid, but 
you weren't smart enough to know 
you were talking to a cop while the 
entire EPS vice unit was watching 
you. You’re probably not smart 
enough to know whether a girl is 
17 or 18,” 

In between lectures about pater- 
nity suits and STDs, Det. Guy Pilon 
describes some of the techniques 
pimps use to keep women under 
their thumbs. For example, a pimp 
will drive down the street past a 
row of prostitutes. When a girl,

You give me $500 and I'll let yoy 
go, he’ll say. She doesn’t dare (o\) 
her own pimp because he'll be, 
her, and besides, he’s proba}, 
doing the same thing with othe;

the consequences. This kind o; 
mind game ensures the girls are 
kept enslaved. 

Pilon tells the men about pimps’ 
torture techniques — whipping; 
with coat-hanger wire, beatings, 
gang rapes . . . he recalls one inc; 
dent in which a pimp tied a gi; 
down, inserted a curling iron in he 
vagina and turned it on. 

“You guys are a big part of the 
picture that keeps this cycle 
going.”

A few nod in agreement before 
another says he was simply desper- 
ate for companionship.

anticipating having one of the 
women perform a sex act for him 

Quinn talks about her own expe 
rience living in one of the neig!t 
bourhoods the johns cruise. “Every 
morning I would have to go into 
my front yard and clean up used 
condoms and garbage. As a citizell 
of Edmonton I don’t think I should 
have to do that.”

Just when they thought 
things couldn't get worse . 


Members of the Old Strathcona 
Business Association spent much 
of their time Monday at City Hall, 
looking for ways to stop the prolif- 
eration of bar seats in the area 
from turning into more of a liabili- 
ty than an asset. What they weren't 
aware of is the fact that the area 
isn't only drawing in the party 
crowd — it’s also caught the atten 
tion of hookers. 

Old Strathcona beat cops receiv- 
ed a complaint about a prostitute 
working Calgary Trail South 
between 80 and 81 Avenue Friday 
evening. Old Strathcona Business 
Association executive director 
Shirley Lowe was speechless when 
she heard the news. 

“You're kidding! You have to 
Step on that right away — it is the 
last thing you need because it 
brings the really horrible things 
into a community,” Lowe said. “I

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acres and acres of real estate, resi- 
dential and commercial, never 
mind the human costs.” 

A Strathcona police station cop 
said prostitutes occasionally show 
up in the area. Every couple of 
months a hooker will try to work 
the area, the cop said, but they’re 
run out pretty quickly. 

Lowe, who hasn't seen such 
activity in the area, said it under- 
scores the need for tighter control 
in the area. To that end, the busi- 
ness association has pressed for 
more help from city council's com- 
munity services committee and 
asked city bureaucrats to look into 
four requests: find ways to clean 
up McIntyre Park (also known as 
Gazebo Park, north of Whyte 
Avenue on 104 Street); increase 
city resources in cleaning the Old 
Strathcona area; come up with a 
plan to solve parking problems 
plaguing the area, and find out if 
there is a way to connect barroom 
capacities to limits set out in the 
area redevelopment plan, instead 
of lower numbers prescribed by

the Area Redevelopment Plan. 

The business association 
thought it had solved its problem 
with bars when it restricted the 
number of seats in new bars to 
200. But the number of seats is one 
thing, while capacity is quite 
another; Lowe says a bar with 
seating for 200 can have a capacity 
of nearly 300 under fire regula- 
tions. So the association's rule was 
being side-stepped by fire regula- 
tions, which allow more patrons. 

“The community and the busi- 
ness community went through a 
fairly painful decision-making 
process on what they wanted to do 
and everyone agreed to the maxi- 
mum of 200," said Lowe. “And all 
of a sudden all that means noth- 
ing? I think we need some clarifi- 
cation. Planning (the city’s plan- 
ning department) was sitting there 
telling us we weren't getting more 
increases and we know we are.” 

It’s resulted in “the whole cheap 
drink syndrome” as competition 
among bars grows. 

“That is something the province 
gave us, thank you,” Lowe says. 

Overall, the association wants 
the city to come up with ways to 
tie business licence requirements 
to community values, as expressed 
in the Area Redevelopment Plan, 
to prevent restaurants and coffee 
shops from converting to bars and 
to ensure new and existing busi- 
nesses meet parking obligations 
required of them. 

The association will also launch 
a public education program to 
remind patrons of the area’s shops 
and bars that they are visiting 
someone’s neighbourhood. 

City administrators will file their 
report to the committee in March.

Double arts funding, 
former minister says 


The woman who served as the 
province’s last minister of culture 
says the Alberta government ought 
to follow recommendations to 
more than double the amount of 
money handed out to arts groups. 

Mary LeMessurier, who served 
as minister of culture from 1979 
until the portfolio was eliminated 
by former premier Don Getty in 
1986, says the fact that the 


syndrome.” 

province hasn’t increased arts 
funding in more than a decade 
indicates it doesn’t appreciate 
what arts groups have to offer. In 
1991, the government folded vari- 
ous arts funding agencies into one 
body, the Alberta Foundation for 
the Arts. The foundation’s annual 
budget of $16.1 million in grants 
hasn’t changed in a decade. 

But arts lobby groups from 
Edmonton and Calgary are lobby- 
ing for more than a two-fold 
increase, seeking an $18-million 
annual hike. Of that amount, $5 
million would make up for cost of 
living increases; the remainder 
would ensure arts groups receive 
the full amount of funding they 
qualify for. And-the former cabinet 
minister supports the call. 

“I would like to see (funding) 
based on where we used to be,” 
said LeMessurier. “It is imperative 
that the arts be treated just like 
any other part of government. The 
arts have to have a place in our 
society.” 

Norma Lock, president of the 
Professional Arts Council of 
Edmonton, was joined by the 
Calgary Professional Arts Alliance 
in lobbying for the hike. The 
groups made their request late last 
year to the provincial govern- 
ment’s standing policy committee 
on health and safe communities.

i Crisis, what crisis? 


Historical epic lacks emotional punch

aybe it’s a little too easy to 
talk about Kevin Costner’s

[t's an easy criticism of a histori- 
cal movie to complain that we 
already know how it turns out, but 
that shouldn’t be the whole story. 
There's a part in JFK — everybody 
remembers. it — when Costner’s 
Jim Garrison meets up with 
Donald Sutherland, playing a guy 
who. only identifies himself as Mr. 
X. Until that point Garrison had 
run into a lot of weird stuff in his 
investigation of JFK’s murder. But 
it's Mr. X who shows him the true 
harrowing scope of the situation, 
‘ho rams home the key idea of the 
soup d'état. Whether you give JFK 
any credit for describing reality or 
jot, it’s a chilling, effective bit of 
filmmaking.

weren't too depressed to summon 
up the energy. So long has he is 
steeped in his loneliness, he’s 
immune to friendly overtures. 

Even the women he employs 
are strangers. When Caterina 
makes her inquiries, Ernesto is 
distant, perhaps even defensive, 
we think. But the ice melts a little 
as he begins to be drawn to the 
nun: he wants to matter to her. Or 
the baby. Or someone. 

Caterina wants to matter to the 
baby, but that puts her at cross 
purposes with the teachings of 
her order. Mother Superior warns 
the novices not to expect to be 
special, even to God. 

By way of sublimating her long- 
ing, Caterina launches a search 
for the mother, but this only has- 
tens and deepens the impending 
crisis. Margherita Buy expresses 
Caterina’s anxiety, melancholy 
and anger compellingly, with an 
economy befitting her character’s 
vocation. 

Movies generally sacrifice the 
nebbishy on the altar of comedy. 
But director Giuseppe Piccioni 





and actor Silvio Orlando make 
something different of Ernesto — 
an anti leading man. He's awk- 
ward and hesitant without being a 
hopelessly shy, stuttering stum- 
ble-bum. Physically, he’s no Mel 
Gibson, but that’s not used as an 
excuse to turn him into a clown. 
When he quietly lets us know that 
he’s falling for Caterina, his flick- 
ering hope doesn’t make him 
seem like a buffoon, though we're 
sure it’s hopelessly misplaced 

Unfortunately, virtually all of 
the principal characters have 
pitched their tents in the dumps. 
After a while, it feels as if the cast 
are taking turns staring forlornly 
at nothing in particular. We begin 
to wilt just at the point when we 
should be feeling most intensely. 

The film’s leavening is infre- 
quent and generally so out of 
keeping with the proceedings that 
it simply calls attention to itself. 

Nevertheless, Piccioni knows 
how to convey intimacy — in 
interactions, to be sure, but also 
in space. It’s refreshing these days 
to be reminded how good film can 
be when filmmakers don’t plane 
every rough edge and diffuse each 
harsh ray of sun, like make-over 
artists gone berserk. 

The same holds for story and 
characters. Here, no one gets to 
wear the white hat, no one rides 
contentedly into the sunset, and 


the loose ends are left satisfyingly 
unknotted. 

Conflicted nuns, abandoned 
babies, miserable Italians — don’t 
be put off by the synopsis. This

Prague’s a living museum of European architecture

ovember is a great time to visit 
fer here in the Northern 

Hemisphere. You're guaran- 
teed to have miserable weather 
wherever you go. November is a 
month of driving rains and howling 
winds, an in-between time without 
any clearly defined season. The 
breezy, colourful days of fall are 
well past, but winter is still hang- 
ing on the periphery. 

November is also the month of 
seat sales and while there are peo- 
ple who cannot walk past a shoe 
store without stopping to browse, 
I cannot pass up a bargain flight. | 
find a cheap destination and then 
rummage through my address 
book to find a friend in that loca- 
tion who would be willing to take 
me in. Last Novernber, I picked up 
three discount tickets to Prague, 
packed up my two children, a few 
sweaters and some film. We visited 
some Canadian friends who have 
been in the Czech Republic for

Prague is a city bursting with 
extravagant architecture. It offers 
stunning examples of most every 
architectural style, from the 
Middl Ages to the present.

f you've had much time to ski 
[ever the holidays you likely 

haven't had much powder ski- 
ing. In ail likelihood you've been 
skiing man-made snow which is 
great, but you really have to 
brush up on your edging skills to 
enjoy it. 

The art of edging is to literally 
tip your skis sideways allowing 
the edge to cut inte the snow. 
The trick is to do this without 
falling over. It’s not as hard as it 
sounds and as I've pointed out 
previously the new shape skis 
really help to create better edging 
skills, Balance and stability are 
key factors to edging and if you 
don’t feel balanced or stable, 
keep working on those skills until 
you're ready for the challenge. 

You can achieve edging a cou- 
ple of ways. You can incline your 
entire body to the inside of the 
turn. By doing this your skis will 
definitely be on edge but you'll 
loose lateral balance and you'll 
either fall over ot skid your turn. 
You can angle your body so that 
your shoulders and head stay 
level but your knees tip into the 
inside of the turn.. But. this 
requires some flexibility in the 
ankles and knees. In order to 
accomplish this your boots need 
to be soft enough to bend your

The new terrain, located in an 
area formerly used by a local. heli- 
ski company adjacent to the exist- 
ing ski area, is Panorama’s attempt 
at luring skiers who are looking 
for back country-type experience. 
It is also an attempt to win back 
some skiers who bypass Panorama 
in search of powder at other East 
Kootenay resorts, such as Fernie 
and Kicking Horse. “It’s the best 
terrain there,” says Shelley Anders, 
a local ski diva who has been slid- 
ing on Panorazia's slopes for close 
to 20 years. “It has a long, consis- 
tent fall line.” 

The east-facing Taynton Bowl 
consists of 1,700 vertical feet of 
wide-open, naturally gladed terrain 
and is a good spot for intermediate 
skiers and snowboarders who 
want to experience off-piste ski 
ing. 

Bruce Hamstead, another local 
skier, compares Taynton Bowl to 
Vail’s China Bow] and Jackson 
Hole’s Hobacks. But Anders, co- 
owner of Skookum Kayak School, 
completed a terrain-analysis study 
for Panorama last year and says 
the area just doesn’t get enough 
snow. And powder is what most 
hard-core skiers are looking for. 
Panorama averages 475 centime- 
tres of snowfall annually. one of

ankles. Angulation is by far a 
more effective way to edge the 
ski without loosing balance and 
stability throughout the turn. 
Here are a couple of drills: 





Slow sidesiip drill 

°On moderate terrain, keep 
your upper body facing down the 
hill with your arms up and for- 
ward. Using the fall line for direc- 
tion (straight down) have your 
skis sideways across this fall line. 
Begin drill by slowly sliding down 
the hill in this position. Now tip 
the skis on edge by bending your 
ankle first, then move your knees 
into the hill (uphill side), then 
relax, Repeat this several times. 
Set your edges only with ankles 
and knees — not your hip. Every- 
thing above your knees should 
remain quiet and stable. After 
you've done this drill look back 
up to what you just did. Is there a 
series of lines set into the hill by 
your edges? Good, now go do it 
again.

The lack of snow has 
always been the knock against the 
ski area. Panorama, which is 
owned by Intrawest (heard that 
name before? Think Whistler- 
Blackcomb), makes up for the lack 
of snow with a ski area that con- 
sists of 4,000 vertical feet and a 
total of 3,000 acres. 

Grooming is usually corduroy- 
perfect; a good snow-making sys- 
tem and relatively uncrowded runs 
make up for the area’s shortcom- 
ings. So if you like high-speed 
cruising, this is the place to be. 
Panorama is also the place to take 
a lesson. One of Canada’s top ski 
schools is run by Don and Heather

those of us who like a little more 
speed. First lose your poles, 
somewhere away from skiing 
public. Next pick moderate ter- 
rain that’s been groomed. Place 
both your hands on the downhill 
side of your knees while perform- 
ing a series of turns. During each 
turn try to guide your knees later 
ally into the hill. As you complete 
each turn extend fully to alow 
good initiation for the next turn. 
Repeat. You should feel the ski’s 
edges cutting into the hill and 
minimal skidding of the turn. 
With a little practice there should 
be no skidding of the turn. When 
you've finished this drill look 
back up again to’see what your 
turns looked like. Do your turns 
look like two rails going down 
the hill? Great. Who says ice is 
hard to ski? 

With lots of practice these two 




















With a little time you'll 
become comfortable and confi- 
dent in all conditions.

Check out the cross-country scene 
at the Beckie Scott Nordic Centre. 
Sign up for a snowmobile tour of 
the surrounding area. Lace up the 
Bauers and go for a skate. One of 
the best ideas is to head back 
down the Toby Creek road to 
Invermere and spend. the day in 
town. Or go for a soak at one of 
the area’s natural hot springs. Try 
Radium, Fairmont or Lussier. And 
even though all these activities 
should leave you dead tired by the 
end of the day, take some time to 
take in the view. The panorama is 
pretty good.

ne of the biggest eating-out challenges you 
ave is satisfying a diverse group of 
diners with potentially contrasting tastes — 
especially the lunch groups. You

You need a restaurant with a broad enough 
menu to match every dietary and taste alterna-

That’s one of the reasons | was interested in 
seeing how Rivo Tapas Restaurant (9707-110 
Street) would rise to the challenge of meeting

For starters, the room walks the line well 
between comfort and elegance: a large yet 
shallow horseshoe-shaped room that mini- 
mizes diner privacy and maximizes the restau- 
rant’s river valley/legislature view.

stylings of the parliament across the way. 

We started with a tapa (of course), eschew- 
ing the fancier offerings (Red Pepper Hummus, 
Grilled Polenta Con Salsa, Portuguese 
Baccalao et al.) for a basic Olives, Cheese and 
Bread Plate, billed as “exotic olives, hard and 
soft cheeses and crunchy bread.” I've always 
said you have to judge a restaurant by how 

handle the basic stuff: breads, staple 
desserts, what they consider a cheese plate to 
be. 

In this case it turns out to be a hard, sharp 
Provolone contrasted with two soft cheeses, a 
wellripened Stilton and a more delicate goat 
cheese, served alongside three or four different 
green and black olives and slices of toasted 
French bread. A good selection I have to admit, 
not as adventurous as I'd personally want, but 
Lalso see how this would push the envelope for 
more people than not. High point of the dish 
was the superb olives, the low point was the 
disappointing French bread and the fact that 
the whole wheat bread they served us as a sec 
ond helping was so much better. 

For our entrees we didn’t stray far from the

Grilled Ribeye Steak (with sauteed mushrooms 
and “frites”) while Ray had the Pan Roasted 
Halibut (sided with an intriguing Black Currant 
Risotto and Sour Cherry-Cranberry Sauce). 

Both dishes were deep in the two-fisted 
camp: big hunks of meat and fish and a healthy 
selection of veggies and starches (corn on the 
cob, hunks of zucchini, grilled red pepper, fat 
asparagus and in my case, perfectly golden 
paper-thin frites). 

Ray was especially thrilled with the tradj 
tionally-done risotto and the decadently per 
fect. sauce 

I was also more than happy with the quality 
and quantity of the meal. I should also praise 
the restaurant for its attentive, balanced ser. 
vice (frequent visits, quick to respond to needs 
and yet not too cloying and chummy) and quiet 
elegance. Relaxing to say the least. 

I did have one concern, though — way too 
much seasoning on the meat and salt on the 
potatoes. A real sodium hit, kids! It’s a good 
thing we ordered a mighty fine glass of the 
restaurant’s feature wine (a nice hearty red 
that went well with the meals). 

We were both too stuffed to even think 
dessert (next visit).
